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THE mother of a teenager who suffered an 
horrific arm injury after being savaged by a 
dog has branded a £250 compensation order 
“a joke.” 

District judge Paul Booty ordered Tamlin 
Kester Presland, who was not the dog’s owner 
but was walking it at the time of the attack, to 
pay the money to 14-year-old Brandon Elston. 

The youngster was left with a severed artery 
and 5cm flesh wound after he was bitten by the 
black Labrador - named Blade - on March 14. 
He was kept in hospital for four days. 

Later the dog also bit a policeman who had 
called at the home of its owner. 

After the hearing, Brandon’s mum Sharon, of 
Mark Hall Moors, Harlow, said : “I’m fuming. I 
think it’s a joke. The judge should see what the 
dog’s done to my son’s wrist.” 

She said the wound left by the dog went 
almost half way round her son’s wrist. 

Presland (40) of Bramble Rise, Harlow, plead¬ 
ed guilty at Chelmsford Crown Court to allow¬ 
ing a dog to be dangerously out of control. 

The court made an order that in future the 
animal should be muzzled and kept on a lead 


in public. The judge also indicated 
that there should be a “contin¬ 
gent” destruction order on the 
dog which would mean if it is 
not muzzled and kept on a lead 
it could be destroyed. 

However, that cannot be 
imposed until the owner has 
had an opportunity to make rep¬ 
resentations to the court. A date for

the hearing has been set for May 29. 
Prosecutor Barry Hargreaves 
said Brandon had been walking 
in the opposite direction with 
his cousin when the dog 
growled at him. As he went to 
move away from the animal, 
Brandon was bitten on the arm. 

“He required surgery and 
stitches and is now in fear of dogs,”

said Mr Hargreaves. “When a police officer 
went round to talk to the owner the dog bit the 
officer but didn’t cause him any injury as he 
pulled his arm away.” 

The court heard that after spending three 
hours at Princess Alexandra Hospital, Brandon 
was transferred to Broomfield Hospital in 
Chelmsford, where he underwent surgery. He 
spent two weeks off school recovering. 

Hassan Baig, representing the defendant, 
said in mitigation: “He doesn’t know the dog 
well; he was acting neighbourly. 

“It had never acted in anyway before to cause 
concern. Had he known, he wouldn’t have 
agreed to take out the dog.” 

Announcing the sentence, the judge said: 
“The 14-year-old suffered very nasty injuries 
resulting in stitches and now has a fear of dogs. 

“I have listened carefully to what’s been said 
and I do have an element of sympathy for you. 
You were out with Blade, it was on a lead and 
you were not aware of the history of the dog. 

“It’s difficult to criticise you and the breed of 
dog is not one which typically comes before the 
courts. However, the victim suffered really 
nasty injuries which resulted in stitches and 
now has a fear of dogs which may or may not go 
as a result of time.”

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MPs set for Tesco 
depot closure talks 

THE decision by supermarket chain 
Tesco to close its distribution centre 
in Harlow with the possible loss of 
hundreds of jobs is to be debated in 
Parliament tomorrow (Friday). 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon has 
secured a debate in the House of 
Commons in which he said he would 
raise the issue of the treatment of 
Tesco staff and the financial 
headaches for those affected by the 
closure of the depot at Flex Meadow. 

Tesco is planning to shut down the 
centre in August and move staff to a 
new facility in Dagenham on 
reduced pay. Employees and 
workers’ union USDAWis currently 
balloting its members on industrial 
action. 

Mr Halfon said: “I have put this 
issue in to debate over the last four 
or five weeks and I am going to be 
highlighting the plight of Tesco 
workers and the money that is being 
lost. 

“This is no way to treat loyal 
workers who have made the 
distribution centre one of the most 
successful in the country. 

“I think things are going very badly 
at the distribution centre and I hope 
this will put more public pressure on 
Tesco to treat its workers fairly.” 

Drunk ‘menace’ 
hit with ASBO 


A MAN branded a “nusiance and 
menace” to retailers and shoppers 
because of his drunken antics in the 
town centre has been given an ASBO. 

Igoris Sakalauskas (33), of no fixed 
address, has been arrested on 
numerous occasions since 2007 for 
theft, drunken and disorderly 
behaviour and assaulting police. 

He is now banned from consuming 
alcohol within 50 metres of any 
commercial property and barred 
from entering several town centre 
shops. 

Neighbourhood policing officer PC

known to walk into shops in a 
drunken state at all time of the day 
and night. 

“He has not only harassed shop 
staff, but also shoppers in the town 
centre.

SIR, Councillor Anthony Durcan 
tells us Harlow has no space for more 
homes and that we have to work with 
our neighbours on the town’s borders 
{Letters, May 2). 

Harlow does, however, have brownfield 
sites ripe for development. Why not 
build decent homes for Harlow people 
to buy or rent, near to amenities and 
the transport system? 

Sometimes it feels as though our 
present council is engaged in a game 
of Monopoly - plenty of real estate to 
hand but not much cash to build on 
it. Its solution? To sell off parcels of 
lands and use the profit to plug its own 
finances. 

But look at Sumners Farm, where an 
extra building would hardly be noticed. 
Phelips Road is a quiet, suburban 
road untroubled by excess traffic; one 
of its side roads leads to fields and a 
large peaceful residential home for 
the elderly. Parsloe Road, too - wider, 
leafier, leading to Parndon Wood 
Nature Reserve and the crematorium 
with its dignified pace of funeral traffic. 
Then look forward a year or two: 
construction lorries and bulldozers 
and eventually an additional 2,000+ 
cars making daily journeys along these 
roads when Phelips Road becomes 
one of the main access points of the 
proposed West Sumners development. 
Nearly all of the building would be on 
Epping Forest land bordering Harlow, 
its fields and hedges destroyed for yet 
another private housing estate. But 
Harlow holds a trump card: vital strips 
of land in Sumners Hatch and Sumners 
needed for access. 

The council will tell you they are so 
stretched financially they have to start 
selling off pockets of Harlow land. Yet 
what happens in the long term when 
medical facilities and schools are 
crushed by extra demand, when the 
water supply and sewage plant can’t 
cope with thousands of extra toilets 
being flushed each day and when 
the residents of Broadley Road can’t 
get home in the evening because of a 
gridlocked Water Lane and Southern 
Way? 

What will the council sell off next to 
generate some cash? A bit of Staple Tye? 
A road or two in Bush Fair? Taken to its 
logical conclusion, Harlow could end 
up with more holes than a leaky sieve. 
Elected councillors do not own that 
land; they should be safeguarding 
Harlow for future generations and not 
selling it from under our feet. When it’s 
gone it’s gone. Nobody will remember 
die quick profit that disappeared into 
the black hole of council finances. 

All they’ll have is a noisier, dirtier, more 
congested town. Then the council’s 
quick fix will look like what it is - flimsy 
Monopoly money or, even worse, 30 
pieces of silver.

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New equipment 
boost for Princess 
Alexandra Hospital 

PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital has 
received a double boost this week after 
taking delivery of two new pieces of life¬ 
saving equipment. 

The PAH NHS Trust has purchased two 
new echocardiogram machines for its 
cardiology units in Harlow and St 
Margaret’s Hospital in Epping using cash 
generated through fundraising events 
and private donations. 

One of the machines - which use 
ultrasound technology to assess patients’ 
cardiovascular systems and cost up to 
£45,000 each - was paid for outright by 
local businessman Eddie Kirtland.

“We decided to buy the machine for the 
hospital because my wife had such 
excellent care and we thought it would be 
great to help the local community,” he 
told the Star. 

“Dr Jeremy Sayer [consultant 
cardiologist] and his team saved my 
wife’s life and I wanted to say thank you 
and give something to local people.” 

Dr Sayer added: “This equipment is vital 
for the assessment of patients with 
breathlessness and possible heart failure, 
but up until now all patients have had to 
travel to PAH in Harlow for this test. 

“Thanks to Mr & Mrs Kirtland, we will 
now be able to provide a more local 
service for those living further afield who 
struggle to make the journey.”

LABOUR were the big winners in a tightly- 
contested battle for Harlow’s four seats on 
Essex County Council. 

It was a night to remember for the party, 
with candidates Tony Durcan and Karen 
Clempner taking both seats in Harlow West 
despite strong competition from UKIP and 
Mike Danvers romping to victory in Harlow 
North with a sizeable majority of 490. 

Speaking after his win in Harlow West, 
Tony Durcan told the Star: “I’m absolutely 
delighted with the results. 

“The fact is, we ran a very 
successful campaign and we 
listen to the views of the 
people - now we will take 
those views to County Hall 
and fight for them. 

“To gain three seats for 
Harlow for Labour in Essex is 
brilliant and though I’m dis¬ 
appointed we missed out on 
a fourth, this is a great result 
for us.” 

It could have been even better for Labour, 
with Daniella Pritchard narrowly missing 
out on taking Harlow South East off the 
Conservatives following a recount. 

Ultimately, just 19 votes separated her 
from victorious Tory candidate Eddie 
lohnson, with the Conservative pipping his 
opponent to the post 1,346 votes to 1,325. 

A relieved Mr Johnson told the Star: “I am 
very pleased that I have kept my seat, how¬ 
ever with a reduced majority from four 
years ago, I understand that it’s an indica¬ 
tion of public feeling. 

“Most people have suffered a reduced 
majority and that is the impact of UKIP, 
who took a lot of votes without being elected 
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and changed the balance of the election 
results. 

“However, I am very happy to be serving 
the town again, I have already served the 
Harlow public and I am ready to do so once 
more.” 

Mr Johnson’s victory was the one high 
point in an otherwise disappointing night 
for the Tories, who struggled to fend off a 
strong challenge from 
UKIP in three of the four 
Harlow divisions. 

But if it was a bad night 
for the Tories, it was a dis¬ 
mal one for coalition part¬ 
ners the Liberal 
Democrats, whose four 
candidates failed to mus¬ 
ter even 900 votes between 
them and found them¬ 
selves relegated to fourth place behind 
UKIP. 

UKIP candidate and Tory defector Mark 
Gough, who finished third in Harlow South 
East, said the results proved his party had 
superceded the Lib Dems as a member of 
the ‘Big Three’. 

“For the first time in the history of Harlow, 
a new political force was able to put out a 
full slate of candidates for a local election,” 
he told the Star. 

“We asked Harlow residents to put their 
trust in us and give us their vote and over 
4,500 people did just that. For that, we are 
very thankful and hope that those voters 
and more like them will do again next year 
because we are here to stay.”

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Pervert jailed 

after cops find 
child pom pics 


A PERVERT has been jailed for six 
months after police found 
photograph albums full of child porn 
at his Harlow home. 

Officers had gone to interview 
Trevor Dixon (56) at his home in 
Ladyshot on an unrelated matter 
after he crashed his BMW into a 
parked vehicle. 

But once inside his home they 
discovered photo 
albums packed full of 
pornographic ima-ges 
depicting child abuse 
and adults indulging 
in sex acts with 
animals. 

He was arrested, and 
a subsequent trawl of 
the hard drives of two 
laptop computers 
seized from his home 
uncovered hundreds more images. 

There were 659 rated at level one, 39 
at level two, 79 at level three and four 
at level four, while seven portrayed 
images of sex with animals. 

Last month unemployed Dixon 
pleaded guilty to making and poss¬ 
essing the indecent images. On Friday 
he was sentenced to six months 


COURT REPORTER_ 
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behind bars. 

Jailing him at Chelmsford Crown 
Court, district judge Paul Booty told 
the defendant: “If it wasn’t for people 
like you there wouldn’t be a 
pornographic industry and children 
wouldn’t suffer as they do. 

“By possessing these 
images you’re feeding 
into the child 
pornography indust¬ 
ry.” 

He ordered that in 
addition to the jail 
sentence Dixon 
should remain on the 
sex offenders register 
for seven years and 
comply with a sex 
offenders prevention order for a 
further seven years. 

Andrew Clowser, representing 
Dixon, said in mitigation “He’s had 
an interest for years in naturism and 
adult pornography and developed 
this interest in young people. 

“He seeks treatment; he wants to rid 
himself of this disease.”

Funding boost 
for River Start 
hedge project 

HEDGEROWS along the 
River Stort are to receive a 
boost thanks to a new project 
announced by the Canal and 
River Trust. 

The wildlife-rich habitats 
are to be reinvigorated to 
provide better shelter and 
food for many threatened 
species, including farmland 
birds such as blackbirds, 
thrushes and tree sparrows. 

Small mammals, such as 
hedgehogs and dormice, will 
also benefit from the work, 
as well as increasingly rare 
butterflies, including gate 
keepers, orange tips and 
brimstones. 

Work will begin this 
summer, with the trust 
surveying all 600 miles of its 
waterside hedgerows to 
establish where gaps can be 
filled, invasive species 
removed and where 
hedgerows can be extended 
to connect with nearby 
woodland and other 
important habitat. 

As part of the project, the 
trust is now recruiting a 
network of volunteers to 
survey its hedges between 
June and September. They 
will be trained to identify the 
existing condition of hedges 
and to pick and map 
appropriate improvement 
measures.

“The Police and Crime Plan for Essex is 
built upon a determination to tackle the 
cycle of re-offending, to steer young 
offenders away from criminality, to 
reduce drug and alcohol abuse and to

Atoms are stars of-s* 
world’s smallest film 


A TEAM of scientists 
have created the 
world’s smallest film 
using carbon atoms. 
Researchers from 
computer firm IBM 
moved the tiny 
particles around on a 
copper plate using a 
special kind of 
microscope (pictured 
right). 

They then took 
photographs of them 
arranged in different 
patterns, which were 
then spliced together 
to create the short 
film. 

It is so tiny it would 
take almost 1,000 of 
the film’s frames laid 
side by side to match 




the width of a single 
human hair. 

It took the team of 
four scientists two 
weeks of working 
18-hour days to make 
the film, which 
showcases the 
technology used in the

Airfield tyre blaze 
wrecks buildings 



AN investigation is now under 
way to establish the cause of a 
massive tyre fire which gutted 
buildings and destroyed coach¬ 
es, buses and cars at Matching 
Green airfield. 

At the height of the inferno 12 
fire crews were battling the 
flames and billowing black smoke 
could be seen eight miles away in 
Harlow. 

Essex County Fire and Rescue 
Service was called to the wartime 
airfield shortly after noon on 
Thursday. 

Crews from Harlow, Old Harlow, 
Leaden Roding, Epping and 
Loughton were sent to the scene 
and were later joined by col¬ 
leagues from Stansted, Dunmow 
and Waltham Abbey as well as 
Herts Fire and Rescue Service 
crews from Bishop’s Stortford and 
Cheshunt and the Essex urban 
search and rescue team. 

More than 60 firefighters tack¬ 
led the blaze which is believed to 
have started at a tyre remoulding 
firm. 

A 200-metre hazard zone was 
established after it was confirmed 
that acetylene cylinders were 


involved All members of the pub¬ 
lic and workers on the airfield site 
were evacuated as crews worked 
in two sectors to bring the fire 
under control. 

The flames fanned by the wind 
quickly spread to nearby premis¬ 
es, including two carpentry busi¬ 
nesses, a coach restorers, a pow¬ 
der coating firm and a car repair 
workshop where a Brabham 
Formula 2 race car and a Triumph 
TR6 and a MGA - both classic 
sports cars - were destroyed. 

Two other vehicles were driven 
away from the flames. 


Incident commander Mark 
Wilson said:’’Firefighters arrived 
at the scene to a well-developed 
fire involving a range of business¬ 
es including a workshop and a 
coachyard. 

“A number of cylinders were 
involved in the fire and crews 
immediately recognised the risks 
and called in further fire crews 
and appliances. 

“Crews moved some of the cyl¬ 
inders clear of the fire and did an 
excellent job tackling the blaze.” 

There were no reported casual¬ 
ties.

STAR TREK INTO DARKNESS 
(3D & 2D)

IN the captain's log from the original 1960s 
TV series, James Tiberius Kirk brazenly split 
an infinitive as the crew of the Enterprise 
embarked on a five-year mission "to boldly 
go where no man has gone before". 

The three screenwriters of Star Trek Into 
Darkness abandon that crusading spirit, 
harking back to bygone Starfleet missions for 
this action-packed sequel to JJ Abrams's 2009 
revamp of the franchise. 

Phasers are set to stunningly nostalgic as 
the bonds of trust between gung-ho James 
T Kirk (Chris Pine) and science officer Spock 
(Zachary Quinto) are tested to the limit. 

Characters and scenarios from old Star Trek 
data logs are woven into a simple storyline 
that unfolds in fits and starts between 
overblown set pieces including a spectacular 
descent into an erupting volcano 
and a high-speed jetpack 
ride through a field of lethal 
debris. 

Starfleet is rocked by a 
terrorist attack in London, 
masterminded by the 
mysterious John Harrison 
(Benedict Cumberbatch). 

Kirk, who 



has been stripped of his captaincy and 
now serves under his mentor, Rear Admiral 
Christopher Pike (Bruce Greenwood), 
becomes embroiled in the hunt for Harrison 
which is led by Admiral Marcus (Peter 
Weller). 

Predictably, Harrison doesn't intend to 
surrender so Kirk gives chase flanked by 
Spock, communications officer Uhura 
(Zoe Saldana), navigator Pavel Chekov 
(Anton Yelchin), chief medical officer Dr 
Leonard McCoy (Karl Urban), chief engineer 
Montgomery Scott (Simon Pegg) and 
helmsman Sulu (John Cho). 

The crew is faced with a race against time 
to stop Harrison from obliterating everyone 
they hold dear, but success hinges on the 
ultimate sacrifice. 

Like its predecessor, the second film is 
digitally polished to within a light year of its 
life including ridiculous amounts of lens flare 
from gleaming starship consoles. Sunglasses 
ought to be standard issue for the crew 
because we're frequently dazzled by reflected 
light as Abrams's camera whirls around the 
bridge. 

Between the pyrotechnic-laden heroics, 

which are evenly distributed between Pine, 
Quinto and their co-stars, there is a 
semblance of plot. Star Trek Into 
Darkness is bolted together with 
clinical precision by Abrams, 
who orchestrates each daredevil 
chase and skirmish with 
breathless abandon. 

As a visual spectacle the 
sequel rocks, but on a deeper 
level the warp core of the script fails 
to hit factor 5, let alone 10, as 
^ the characters'inner turmoil 
is hidden behind copious 
special effects.

Get bunzzi 
and help bee's 

REPORTS that our bee population is at crisis point as including thyme, oregano, mint and viburnum. Plant

numbers have been hit by bad weather and particularly 
long winters should prompt responsible gardeners to 
protect our bees by creating a prosperous environment 
for them. 

Last year's annual survey by the British Beekeepers 
Association (BBKA) indicated an 
increase in losses of honey bees 
and the organisation is concerned 
that losses may be even greater 
this year if the long winter is 
anything to go by. 

"Much longer winters mean 
that bees are potentially running 
out of stores," says Gill Maclean, 

BBKA spokeswoman. 

Weather-related impacts 
such as cold spells affect colony 
development and queen-mating. 

Honey bees don't forage in very 
cold or wet weather, so their 
winter stores were depleted last year. 

The honey bee is the only bee to maintain a colony 
throughout the winter, reducing its colony size in 
autumn and relying on its stores of honey to last it 
through the winter months when it is too cold for 
foraging or there is no forage available. Some colonies 
may have since been lost simply by running out of 
stores. However, gardeners can do their bit to help 
bees, says Maclean. 

"Planting the right sort of plant is important and try 
to plant in drifts. There are so many bee-friendly plants

some trees for bees as well, including spring-flowering 
cherries, apples, plums and pears." 

All blossoms are widely visited by bees including 
blackthorn, cherry, plum, damson and crab apple. 
Other trees that are widely visited are the horse 
chestnut for its nectar and 
sycamore for its pollen. 

She also advises gardeners to 
set aside part of the garden as a 
decorative wildflower area which 
will be a magnet for bees, planting 
white and red clover, borage, 
thyme, bugle and other bee- 
friendly plants. 

"Bees also need water, so you 
can do something like fill a pot lid 
with water and put stones in it and 
netting over it so that they can 
drink without falling in." 

Gardeners should make sure 
they provide a succession of bee-friendly plants which 
will flower between February and November, to give 
bees the best chance of building up their stores. 

Last year, the Royal Horticultural Society (RHS) 
launched a guide as part of its Perfect for Pollinators 
initiative, listing more than 200 wildflowers, such 
as corncockle, teasel and wild parsnip, that provide 
plentiful pollen and nectar for pollinating insects. It 
advises gardeners to: 

■ Avoid plants with double or multi-petalled flowers, 
which may lack nectar and pollen, or insects may have

difficulty in gaining access. 

■ Never use pesticides on plants when they are in 
flower. 

■ Where appropriate, British wild flowers can be an 
attractive addition to planting schemes and may help 
support a wider range of pollinating insects. 

■ Observe the plants in your garden. If you know of 
plants with blooms that regularly attract insects, let the 
RHS know. 

■ Choose flowers that bloom successively over the 
spring, summer and autumn, such as coreopsis, Russian 
sage or germander, in order to provide pollen and 
nectar resources to the native bees of all seasons. 

■ Encourage bees by keeping honey bees yourself or 
allowing a beekeeper to place hives in your garden. 

■ Provide nest sites for bumblebees: Bumblebee nest 
boxes can be purchased but they are often ignored by 
queen bumblebees.

B MW’s 3 Series has always 
been a car for all 
circumstances - fun to drive but 
practical and comfortable. 

Over the years the range has 
expanded to widen the net still 
further. The estate Touring, the 
M3 and the ever-increasing 
range of diesel offerings meant 
there has always been a version 
to suit. 

Now there’s another side to the 
3 Series story with the 
introduction of the xDrive 
model. 

Four-wheel drive versions 
outside of the SUV models have 
been available in Europe since 
the 1980s, but due to the 
complexities of right-hand drive 
conversions it has never made it 
across to the UK. That’s all 
changed with the 320i xDrive 
now on sale. 

You won’t spot any external 
differences bar the additional 
badging. The 3 Series is as 
handsome and clean-cut as ever, 
with the slimmer nose giving it a 
more purposeful look. 

But this is no pseudo-SUV; it is 
designed to be just as the regular 


saloon with enhanced traction. 

Currently available only with 
the 2.0-litre turbocharged petrol 
version, the 320i xDrive is not 
short of power. The four cylinder 
unit offers up a handy 184bhp 
and 199lb.ft of torque, fed to all 
four wheels through a choice of 
the six-speed manual or eight- 
speed automatic gearbox. 

But from behind the wheel, 
initially at least, you’ll be hard 
pressed to notice anything 
different - which, of course ,is 
the whole point. 

The manual gearbox operates 
just as slickly as before, the 
clutch is smooth and has no 


extra weight, although it is above 
average in that respect, so from 
the driver’s perspective there’s 
nothing extra to worry about. 

This is four-wheel drive as an 
enhancement to performance 
and safety, not in order to climb 
mountains. So there are no 
differential locks or unusual 
buttons that require your 
attention. 

The 2.0-litre turbo engine 
almost doesn’t feel like one at 
first either; it is torquey but not 
at diesel-levels so it pulls cleanly 
and smoothly right around the 
rev range with a muted engine 
note to go with it. 


It also bears very close 
comparison with the standard 
two-wheel drive car, feeling very 
brisk rather than hugely rapid. 

In less than favourable 
conditions, the extra traction of 
the 320i xDrive comes into its 
own. You can deploy all the 
available power pretty much at 
will and the drive will be 
distributed amongst the wheels 
with the most grip. 

In normal driving, 60 per cent 
of the power goes to the rear 
wheels, but this can switch to 
100 per cent towards the front or 
rear if conditions demand it. 

Purists may be concerned that 


this goes against the BMW 
philosophy as all its cars have 
rear-wheel drive and have done 
so since the start, but this is no 
less a sports saloon than any 
other 3 Series. 

It steers as sweetly as the 
standard car, despite the slight 
increase in weight at the front 
with the additional hardware. 
And in many respects, it allows 
you to enjoy all the 3 Series 
characteristics more of the time. 

Pressing on out of a greasy 
bend would have the traction 
control light flickering away, 
where in the 320i xDrive it 
simply grips hard and 
accelerates. 

Such surety is enormously 
reassuring, so much so that it’s 
easy to forget about it and simply 
get on with enjoying the drive. 

The price premium is a modest 
£1,500 or so, which stands 
comparison with other items on 
the options list such as a top- 
grade satnav or audio system. 

But neither will contribute as 
much to your safety and driving 
pleasure, and unless you have 
your heart set on oversteer out of 
every bend, this is a smart way 
to specify your 3 Series.

This should gain him selection 
for Essex later this year.
